A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Jehu Gilleaple. a Wnbash Switchman, 


Falla from a Car and Is Killed. 


This forenoon, between 11 and 12 


o'clock, a frightful accident occurred at 
the College street crossing of the Wabasb, 
St. Louis & Pacific lailway, three blocks 
west of the target The Tictim was Jehu 
Gillespie. in his 19th year, who was a son 
of Henry CHllespie, who with his family 
of eight persons resides on Edward street, 
within a block of the scene of the catas- 
trophe. Young Gillespie was a member 
of the switch crew with engine 131, and 
was assisting in transferring a number of 
freight cars. He was seated on a brake

The head and one arm were crushed. 
Death mnst have been instantaneous.—

mangled. A crowd collected in a short 
time to learn the details of the sad mishap 
und look upon the remains of the unfor- 
tunate young man, whose father and 
mother with their weeping children gath- 
ered about, stood 100 yards distant at 
•their home, their eyes filled with tears 
and their hearts nearly broken with grief.

Silk Statistics. 


The Women's Silk Culture Associ- 


ation of the United States has sold 
8,500 trees and sixty-six ounces, or 
about 25,000,000 eggs, and silk made 
from the reeling of the cocoons raised 
in twenty-one states was pronounced 
by experts to be equal to that of the 
best Italian material. 
Since August 


the Philadelphia branch of the asso- 
ciation has reeled 130 pounds of co- 
coons, which produced 
thirty-five 


pounds of reeled silk, a remarkably 
large yield. 
A magnificent piece of 


brocaded silk, a yard in width, con- 
taining 28,000 strands of organsine, 
was exhibited as a production of the 
association. Organsine is the pro- 
duct of the worm, after being taken 
from the cocoon and dyed, and about 
seven threads of organsine make a 
strand. 
Seven thousand strands are 


the usual number to a yard, and the 
piece exhibited was the heaviest ever 
manufactured in this country.

New York dwellings is pasunginto a pro- 
verb. Nowhere in the world, probably, 
is so much time and money expended 
upon th« furnishing and ornamenting o) 
the homes o! the rich as in this city. 
Ths draping of curtains has become a 
distinct branch of art, and every deftor- 
ator and upholsterer has one or mon 
employes, whose sole business is to ar- 
range in graceful fold* the draperies, 
which are now indispensable, at doors, 
windows and fireplaces. Even th» ban- 
isters must now be stuffed and tufted 
and draped on either side with heatj 
fringe. Ceilings are frescoed andpainUd 
in the studios of distinguished artaito, 
and then transferred to 9»e houses ttat 
they are to embellish. Hundreds « 
women are employed, at an expense oi 
thousands of dollars, upon embroidery 
and art needlework which ar» to adorn 
the sumptuous palaces in which our nch 
men live. Paintings, statuary, c«yingi 
in stone and wood, the richest fabrics ol 
French and Indian looms, indeed, all 
that is most rare and beautiful in nature 
and art, are brought to bear upon, the 
decoration of these republican palaces. 
Even the stable in which the homes, 
coachmen and grooms are to be housed 
are far more luxurious than the simple 
homes in which the fathers of our race 
passed their lives. The stables of Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt in Fifty-eightk 
street far outshine those of the Roman 
Emperor whose sumptuous appointments 
have become a matter of history.— Aew 
York Sun.
